DIES 3 H O U R S 
AFTER SHOOTING 


Norfolk Relatives of Longview, Wash., 


Couple Who Had Been Visiting in Ne- 
braska, Unable to Account for Sudden 
Tragedy in Mapes Park. 


NORFOLK, Neb., Aug. 31 


— (AP)—Joseph Worley, 48. 
Longv^ew, Wash., who had 
been visiting relatives here 
the past three weeks, shot 
and killed his wife, Mabel, 46, 
and then fired a bullet into 
his own brain in a Norfolk 
park about 11 o'clock this 
morning. He died shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock this afternoon 
in a hospital without regain- 
ing consciousness.,

He had

Daughter Heard Shots. 
Mr. and Mrs. .Wprley, who have 
been staying with

brother, Jacob Worley, here, left his 
house together shortly before 
11 
o'clock. What 
happened between 
the time they left and the time of 
the shooting no one knows, as there 
were no witnesses to the shooting. 
Their daughter, Jeannie. 15 years 


old, heard the shots and rushed into 
the park. She sighted Ellis Hash, 
who was just entering the park, 
and screamed to him her lather was 
killing: her mother. 
Before 
Hash could reach the 
trrts under which the 
shooting 
took place, Worley had fired a bul- 
let into the right side of his head. 
Hash then called to E. W. Morris, 
living at the edge of the park, who 
telephoned police. 
Whether Worley gave his 
wife 
any warning of his plan is not 
known. He fired two shots from a 
.32 calibre revolver into his wife's 
body, one entering her head and 
the other her heart. After appar- 
ently shooting his wife 
at close 
range, Worley walked about five 
yards away and fired one shot in- 
to his head. 
Mrs. Worley is be- 
lieved to have died instantly. 
Relatives informed Police Chief 
C.'E. Blatt that Wednesday after- 
noon they took a revolver away 
from Worley. 


The Worleys were the parents of 
eight children, five of whom are 
grown.

Thursday that the cost of resurfac- 
ing O street will average, "roughly, 
$375 per 25-foot lot. This does not 
include the electroliers. 
The money to pay for the: proj- 


ect. according to Mr. Erickson, would 
come from two federal sources. That 
part of the street used by the Lin- 
coln Traction Co.. will be paid for 
from the 25 per cent allotment of 
state funds to federal

through cities. This would amount 
to about $66.000.

Gov. London has called a special 


session of the Kansas legislature to 
meet in September, and probably 
a voting day will be set during the 
present year. Governor O. K. Allen 
of Louisiana has stated he also 
would call a special session. Should 
both these states vote this year, 
only about 10,000,000 of the popu- 
lation would not have been given 
an opportunity to ballot on repeal 
during this period.

Rich' why, 
man alive, who can possibly be 
richer'" Meyers wrote. 


Lloyd was the son mentioned in 
the letter He later mamed and was 
the father of three children who, 
with their mother, live with rela- 
tives in Norfolk.

Farm Price Upturn 


Leads General Rise 


In Wholesale Level 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug 
31—(IP)— 


After weeks of steady decline, an 
upswing in the wholesale prices on 
farm and food products for the 
week ended August 26, paved the 
way for an increase in the general 
wholesale price level for the week. 
The bureau of labor statistics of 
the department of labor 
today 


placed the index' of the 
general 


level of wholesale prices for the 
period at 69.6, as compared with 
69.3 for the preceding week. 
The figures are based on average 


prices for the year 1926 as 100. 
Farm T^roducts, after declining 
from 596 to 575 during the four 
preceding weeks, stepped back to a 
582 level. 


Wholesale food prices had experi- 


enced a similar dip, going from 661 
on July 29, to 64.4 on August 19 
For the most recently recorded 
week, however, they swung back to 
65.0.The general increase in whole- 
sale prices was shared by all major 
groups except building materials, 
chemicals and drugs, and certain 
miscellaneous products. Hides and 
leather comodities led in the price 
upswing with an increase of 2 per 
cent. The index numbers compiled 
by the bureau were derived from 
price quotations on 784 commod- 
ities.

University Begins an 


Appeal to Alumni to 
Find Jobs For Students 
Dr. T. J. Thompson, dean of stu- 


dents affainrs at the University of 
Nebraska, today began an appeal to 
the university's Lincoln alumni to 
assist in finding work for students 
but urging that it shouldn't mean 
taking work which might be given 
to full-time employes. 


"We have never had so many ap- 


peals for part-time employment on 
the part of prospective students," 
he said. 


"Each day during the months of 
July and August has brought a 
number of letters anxiously beseech- 
ing us for any kind of work by which 
a- student may earn his way while 
atteno'ing the university. 
"Since the middle of August a 
steady stream of young people has 
been coming to the employment bu- 
reaus." 


Thompson said it should be made 
clear that "we do not wish to have 
students replace full-time employes 
or take work that might be given 
them, but we believe there is a con- 
siderable number of odd ;obs. work 
for board and room. etc.. that stu- 
dents can do without interfering 
with regular full-time employment."

PRIVATE SOCIAL WELFARE 


WORK. 


F 


IS a very interesting letter which comes to the 
editor of this newspaper from 
John 
Stewart 


Bryan, publisher of the Richmond News-Leader, and 
president of the Community Chest and Councils, 
Inc. It was not intended primarily for public con- 
sumption, but some of the thoughts projected are of 
so much significance to people generally, that they 
are being printed in this column. Mr. Bryan writes, 
in part: 


"You have doubtless heard, as I have, the state- 


ment made that the government will do it all dur- 
ing the rest of the depression, yet nothing could be 
further from the truth or more destructive of the 
morale of our nation and of the final success of the 
whole national program for recovery than to try to 
put this whole burden on a tax supported basis. It 
is a fact that the national, state and municipal gov- 
ernments are now carrying 94 per cent of the relief 
load, but to abandon the ether 6 per cent would do 
this country a damage far more real than the com- 
putation of the small percentage that is apparently 
alone involved. Your own experience will tell you, 
also, that the problem before us tcday as a nation 
is far more than a mere keeping of body and soul 
together for those who are in desperate need. This 
problem can never be solved by food alone. 
En- 


couragement, direction, social agencies 
to 
protect 


boys and girls at the critical period, of their lives, 
hospitals, nursing and aid for the pathetic wrecks 
along the coast of llfe^—these are needs that will al- 
ways have to be met and they cannot be met by the 
government alone...Ten million are still out of work. 
With the enormous weight of destitution and suffer- 
ing now facing us, perhaps more than ever in our 
history Is it necessary to make quick and vital the 
response of generous and wise charity to the needs 
that are all about us. No matter how free this re- 
sponse may be, it cannot be made effective without 
the work of organized welfare services which have 
been built up for the last thirty years in this coun- 
try. Depressions come and go—the work of organ- 
ized social welfare so far as we see it is as much an 
integral part of our national life as government and 
schools." 


• * * 
r HARDLY is necessary to comment upon the 


truth outlined in Mr. Bryan's letter. Thinking 


men and women, the country over, harassed with 
problems, loaded down with burdens, in the sober 
moments of reflection will realize that American as- 
pirations extend further than what could be de- 
scribed as purely a belly civilization. There are the 
high alms and ideals of an intelligent citizenship re- 
flecting those qualities of character which we call 
human 
virtues—honesty, 
ambition, 
industry, so- 


briety, and spirituality. They are not necessarily a 
natural heritage of all humankind; in reality, they 
are the fruits of civilization. 


If It were solely a question of feeding and cloth- 


ing and sheltering people, the problem before this 
country, glutted as It is with surpluses in virtually 
everything, capable as it is of producing practically 
everything, would not be so difficult. But there are 
standards to be maintained, which are as much a 
part of American tradition and American thought as 
the ideals of freedom embodied in the nation's con- 
ceptions of democratic government. 
We have said 


we were a strong nation because every element of the 
population had opportunities far beyond those de- 
veloped In older civilizations which failed. We have 
said that our permanence and our safety depended 
upon the realization of those aims. 


During the immediate period of acute 
distress, 


when the physical side of suffering and destitution 
blots out those elements classed as Intangibles, which 
occupy an equal. If not a more important bearing up- 
on the future America, very little contemplation has 
been given to the ultimate effects of America's de- 
pression experience. Those results will be seen later. 
It will be a fascinating drama as it unfolds, with the 
actual consequences of shattered morale, blasted 
ideals, and smashed hopes reflecting themselves. How 
has the depression left its permanent 
brand 
upon 


people? Has it taken something from the sweet tone 
of American life? Has it replaced buoyancy, optim- 
ism, kindliness, with a spirit of futility, bitterness, 
and cynicism? Where there was faith, will there be 
always a corroding suspicion? 
Where there was 


compassion, understanding, and gentleness, will ther- 
be mcancss and pettishness? Where there was true 
nobility in a people, will there be selfishness? 
* • «

Sam's shoulders. There have been indications. 


not only with relation lo welfare work, but in prac- 
tically every field where people have an Interest. Jo 
look upon the government in such a manner as to 
anticipate it can shoulder the full burden. 


It cannot, as Mr. Bryan wisely points out. and if 


the idea that it can becomes the fixed thoueht of 
business men. of salaried worker*, and of laborers. 
all of this masmificent lieht which this administra- 
tion Is making will be end in defeat. 


The strength of America in the last analysis con- 


sists In the strength of her people and not in her 
povernment. The government, ideally patterned, con- 
ceived H would seem in a blessed minute of rare vis- 
inn and ccn'.us. can be no stronger than the people 
who enable it to exist. 


There is a real need in America for character 


building organizations. We want people fed. clolhed. 
and sheltered; those elemental wants must be sat- 
isfied. But we want something more ihan bare 
sympathy for 1-he day when thoughts of the depres- 
sion are but black memories. We want people en- 
riched with the qualities of character so r!?sirab:e 
for successful citizenry, we want them still possess*d 
of the ideals so essential for happy lirintr. w? wan* 
them to emerge even stronger than they •a.-era whe:: 
plunged into trouble. That cannot be schievM un- 
less the institutions which accomplish 51 reeelv? the 
united, the hearty, and the enthusiastic response ol 
the Individual.

MORE CHINESE BANDITRY. 


A 


NARCHY is again rife throughout a large por- 


tion of China. Or, it might be more correct to 


say that it is still rife, for there has never been a 
time within the last decade or more when orderly 
government prevailed throughout all cf that vast 
country; and there is no reason to believe that such 
condition ever will exist as long as the Chinese ara 
depended upon to bring it about. 


The present state of lawlessness in Fukien province 


is blamed upon communists, but as in the past, com- 
munism is merely an excuse for defying governmen- 
tal authorities and plundering the helpless inhabi- 
tants of the country. Those' who have resided in 
the Orient and have made a study of Chinese af- 
fairs are practically unanimous in their statements 
that loot rather than political convictions is the mo- 
tivating power behind the independent armies which 
are almost continuously spreading death and deso- 
lation among the millions in what was once known 
as the Flowery kingdom. 


The fact of the matter is, such a thing as national 


spirit is comparatively rare among the Chinese, most 
of whom know not'the meaning of such thing, ac- 
cept no responsibility and expect little in the way 
of protection through the government. They know 
that conditions are bad, but don't, see what they can 
do about it and rather wonder that they should be 
expected to do anything. 
These things being true, 


there seems little hope that there will be any sub- 
stantial improvement until 
fundamental 
changes 


are made. 


As much as we may deprecate the policies 
and 


ruthlessness of the Japanese we cannot but think at 
times that it would be better for the entire world, in- 
cluding the Chinese, if the Island 
empire 
should 


succeed in establishing itself as the dictator of the 
far east. The Japs might to a certain extent exploit 
their more backward neighbors, but 
certainly the 


latter would be no worse off than they are now, be- 
ing subjected to periodical raids by bandit bands of 
their own countrymen. 


And once China became subject to Japanese rule, 


there would be assurance of order and tranquillity, 
which would enable the natives to work unmolested 
and to a certain extent enjoy the 
fruits 
of their 


toil, these being conditions which are now impossible. 


THE "BLONDE TIGRESS."

OME ingenious Chicago 
policeman 
coined the 


name of "Blonde Tigress," when thirty year old 


Mrs. Eleanor Jarman was accused of participation in 
a particularly atrocious murder. With Chicago's an- 
ti-crime drive pushing forward with full speed, Mrs. 
Jannin, mother of two children, was sentenced to 199 
years captivity. 


The police unthinkingly are defeating their own 


purposes in christening Mrs. Jarman as a "Blonde 
Tigress." It casts a glamor about her undeserved. 
Her pictures reveal a very ordinary looking woman. 
Her record discloses an element of brutality 
and 


cruelty and depravity that needs to be called by the 
exact words which describe it. 


There is altogether too much tendency to lift ruth- 


less criminals into an unreal, extraordinary position. 
They are merely human beings, who have 
gone 


wrong, and when caught and punished as Mrs. Jar- 
man was, they become, in fact, a rather pathetic fig- 
ure. They are not entitled to sympathy nor to ex- 
ploitation. They should be seen as they are—ignor- 
ant, lawless, to be scorned by decent thinkinj peo- 
ple. 


WHEAT AND SUGAR. 
WILL the signing of the world wheat compact, 


which requires the principal producing nations 


to limit their exports within definite quotas between 
now and next July 1. accomplish the object in view— 
the raising of prices which farmers will receive. 


Answer: Nobody knows. 
There is one precedent along the same line which 


holds out promise that the agreement may prove ef- 
fective. It is the Chadboume sugar plan adopted two 
years ago by the chief exporting countries. That 
plan has actually increased the world price of sugar 
and made it possible for at least some producers to 
operate once more on a profitable basis. 


This has been done without any very material ad- 


vance in cost to consumers. World supplies are still 
in excess of consumption, but they have been cut 
| down considerably by restricting exports from Cuba. 
| Java, and European beet sugar areas. This in turn 
has resulted in decreased plantings in those coun- 
tries. The result is that available stocks of sugar 


i have bern cut down sufficiently to get rid of a large 


j part of the surplus that formerly cverhung the mar- 
ket and drove prices down to a ruinous level. 


The United States was not a party to 'he Chad- 


bc-jrne agreement because it Is a consuming rather 
than a producing nation. All the sugar beet* and 


' cane crown and processed in Ihis country supply only 
ow-fcnirth of its own needs. The other three-fourths 
comes from Cuba. Porto Rico. Hawaii, and the Philip- 


i pines, and as three of these scurcrs are under Amer- 
| ican jurisdiction they were not bound by the Chad- 
i bourne pact and. in fart, have increased their ship- 


• ments to the Ur.rted States while Cuba was holding 


i b.irk a considerable part of its output. 


With regard to wheat, this country is in a differ- 


. ent po.M'ion. Being one of the world's leading pro- 
ducers of Thai cereal, it has joined the a-erecment to 
! limit exports. We are not to ship abroad more than 


47.000.000 bushels before July 1 next year. Canada, 
Australia, ar.d Argentina likewise bind themselves to 
si.ay within fixed quotas, which arc larger than that 
allotted 'he United States. 
The allotments were 


based on shipments and deliveries abroad by the sev- 
eral nations during the past year. 


To eet the benefit of the international agreement. 


American fanners must co-operate with the govern- 
ment in its plan for a reduction of ihe domestic 
wheat am-ace. This year's crop must be sold large- 
ly in the home market, which is far above the world 
price level. The prices obtained both now and next 
year will depend largely on how much wheat is to be 
crown during ihe 1934 season. If acreage is he3d 
down substantially, the price will be better.

A preparation of the scarlet fever 
toxin has been used to produce im- 
munity just as immunity is produced 
in diphtheria.

ST. LOUIS. Aug. 31-<«—As the 
"sleeping sickness" epidemic here 
entered its second month with a 
toll of 47 deaths and 362 additional 
cases of illness, a postmortem study 
of the disease, made public today, 
disclosed that 80 per cent of the 
fatalities had resulted when vic- 
tims had other health complica- 
tions. 


These clinical observations, made 


by scientists at St. Louis, gave 
hardening of the arteries and high 
blood pressure as the most common 
complications. 
In a copyrighted story written for 
the Associated Press upon his return 
to Washington, Surgeon General 
Hugh S. Gumming of- the United 
States public health service who 
was here this week making a per- 
sonal inspection of the situation, 
said: 
"Epidemic encephalitis, or 'sleep- 
ing sickness'," he said, "is an in- 
flammation of the brain itself, with 
a moderate involvement of the 
meninges, or coverings of the spinal 
cord. 
Carriers Unknown. 
"It is one of the group known as 


virus diseases, the ultra-microscopic 
germ having thus far proven im- 
possible of isolation. Its carriers 
remain unknown. 
"It usually starts with a pain hi 


the back of the neck and headache. 


Often there are gastro-lntestlnal 
symptoms—vomiting, diarrhea, or 
constipation. The patient is apa- 
thetic, lying immobile. The tem- 
perature rises. Characteristic Is the 
'facial mask'—no mobility or ex- 
pression In the facial muscles. Ac- 
companying this condition often are 
motor reflexes of elbow, knee, wrist, 
or ankle: or tremors of amis or 
legs—continuous shaking. Irregular 
paralysis may occur. 
"My experience is that the Dress 
is the most valuable adjunct of the 
public health service in meeting 
such epidemics," he wrote.
